SIZES: See chart below for 
description of sizes A/B(C/D- 
E/F-G-H/I-J). Second size after 
slash in each pair is created by 
using the same number of sts 
with a larger hook for a looser 
gauge. 

MATERIALS: National Yarn 
Crafts “Sport Baby” (2 oz. balls) 
-4(5-7-8-9-10) balls color No. 
174W Peacock Blue, 1 ball each 
color No. 172W Raspberry and 
color No. 177W Buttercup. Cro¬ 
chet hooks according to selected 
size (see chart below), OR SIZE 
NEEDED TO OBTAIN GAUGE, 
plus a hook one size smaller for 
ribbing. Yarn needle. Six(six- 
seven-seven-seven-seven)% " 
buttons. 

GAUGE FOR SIZES A, C, E, 

G, H AND J: 5 sc = 1" on F 
hook. 

GAUGE FOR SIZES B, D, F 

AND I: 9 sts = 2 " on G hook. 

NOTE I: Select the size closest 
to the desired size, taking into 
consideration the chest mea¬ 
surement and ease allowance of 
2 " to 4 ". Placing a measuring 
tape around the chest at the 
measurements listed will help 
to decide the be$t size. Marking 
the numbers in the instructions 
relating to the size you are mak¬ 
ing with a highlighter marker, 
throughout the instructions, will 
make it easier for you to follow 


the selected size. 

NOTE II: Size A/B is the first of 
each set of numbers (outside the 
parentheses); size C/D is the sec¬ 
ond number; size E/F the third; 
size G the fourth; size H/I the fifth; 
and size J the sixth. In some cases 
there may be a difference in 
length (not in stitches) between A 
and B, C and D, E and F, or H and 
I. In these cases the number will 
appear like this: 4/5(6/7-8/9-10- 
11/12-13)" corresponding to sizes 
A/B(C/D-E/F-G-H/I-J). A is 4 "; B is 
5 ", C is 6 ", and so on. When only 
one number is given, it is for all 
sizes. 

BACK—Ribbing: With smaller 
hook and Peacock Blue, ch 
13(13-17-17-17-17). Row 1: Start¬ 
ing in second ch from hook, 
work 1 sc in each ch across— 
12(12-16-16-16-16) sc. Ch 1, turn. 
Row 2: Working through back 
loops only, work 1 sc in each sc 
across. Ch 1, turn. Repeat Row 
2 for a total of 52(66-78-92-102- 
118) rows from beg. 

Body: Now, change to larger 
hook and turn to work along 
long edge of ribbing. Row 1 
(base row and right side of 
work): Work 1 sc in end of 
each row across, inc 6(8-8-10-12- 
12) sc evenly spaced across— 58

Row 7: Work 1 
sc in each sc across, join with si 
st to first st after ribbing at cor¬ 
ner point of right front neck¬ 
line, 1 si st in next sc on neck¬ 
line, now work ribbing around 
neckline in manner established 
on front edges. At end of neck¬ 
line ribbing, dec 1 st on each 
row at one edge only to corres¬ 
pond shaping to beg of neckline 
ribbing, being sure to work decs 
on edge of ribbing closest to 
neckline edge. Sew the mitered 
edges to the top of front edge 
ribbings. Sew one flower in 
center of each diamond shape 
on Fronts and Sleeves.

across, over last space work 


Filet or “net” crochet forms 
the background for the charted 
designs in this art form. This 
background is usually made 
with solitary double-crochet 
stitches separated by two 
chain. The design is created 
by filling in the open spaces 
with the same number of 
double crochet as there are 
chain in between the stitches 
on the row below (in this 
case, two). 

' Traditionally, a fairly fine 
thread and hook are used to 
create a more clearly defined 
design and to give a delicate 
look to the completed piece. 
Suggestion: Practice work¬ 
ing filet mesh and the vari¬ 
ous increases and decreases 
below with a fairly large 
hook and heavy yam (H 
hook and knitting worsted) 
until you are familiar with 

I the technique. 

To Make Plain Filet Mesh: 

Let’s form 10 “spaces” as 
an example. Chain 35. Row 
1: Work 1 dc in eighth chain 
from hook (counts as first 
dc and ch 2-(forms first 
space), * ch 2, skip 2 ch, 
work 1 dc in next ch; 
repeat from * across. Turn. 
Row 2: Ch 5 (counts as 1 
i dc, ch 2), skip first ch-2 

space, 1 dc in next dc, * ch 
2, skip next ch-2 space, 1 dc 
in next dc; repeat from * 


ch 2, skip 2 ch, 1 dc in next 
ch. Turn. Repeat Row 2 for 
plain mesh. 

To Fill In Spaces 
(Creating Blocks): Work as 
for plain mesh until you 
come to a block in the pat¬ 
tern you wish to fill in. 

Work 2 dc into the ch-2 
space you want to fill. If 
you are working on the 
foundation chain, simply 
work 1 dc into each ch you 
would normally skip when 
forming a ch-2 space. When 
making a block over a block, 
work 1 dc into each dc of 
the block on the previous 
row.

Row 4: Work 2 dc in first dc, ch

last dc. Ch 3, turn. Repeat Row

Shape Beak: Attach Soft Pink 
to hook and attach to st on bot¬ 
tom of beak opening as shown 
in fig. A. 




Rnd 1: Work 2 sts on bottom, 2 
in comer, 4 on top, 2 in comer 
and 2 on bottom. Rnd 2: Work 
2 sc tog twice, 1 sc in each of 
next 4 sts, work 2 sc tog twice— 
8 sc. Rnd 3: Work even in sc. 
Fasten off. Attach pink to side 
of beak as shown in fig. B, and 
work single crochet along the 
side edge of the beak; then, 
crochet the top and bottom sts 
of front opening tog by working 
through both layers, AT SAME 
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TIME, inc 1 st at center front of 
beak. Fasten off. 



Place hook back in dropped 
loop at end of Rnd 12 and con¬ 
tinue. Note—To Work Weave 
St: (Used to work 3 sts tog. In¬ 
sert hook into the first st, back 
out the second st and then back 
in the third st, yo hook and si st 
through all 3 sts and through 
loop on hook. 

Rnd 14: Work 3 sts tog around 
with weave st (above)—12 sts. 
Rnd 15: Work 3 sc in each of 
the 12 sts around neck—36 sts. 
Rnd 16: Work 1 sc in each sc 
around. Stuff head- Rnd 17: Inc 
1 st in every other st around— 
54 sts. Rnds 18 and 19: Work 1 
sc in each sc around—54 sts. 

Rnd 20: Work 1 sc in each of 
first 31 sts, (inc 1 sc in next st, 

1 sc in each of next 2 sc) 7 
times, inc 1 sc in next st, work 
1 sc—62 sc (8 increases should 
be centered in back). Rnds 21 
through 23: Work 1 sc in each 
st around—62 sc. Rnd 24: Work 
1 sc in each of next 35 sc, 1 si st 
in each of next 22 sts, 1 sc in 
each of next 5 sts—62 sc (the 22 
si sts should be centered in 
back). Rnd 25: Sc 35, working 


into the same sts that the si sts 
are worked, and covering the si 
sts, work 2 hdc in each of next 
22 sts, 1 sc in each of next 5 
sts—84 sts. Fasten off. 

BOTTOM PANEL: With white, 
working in rows with ch 1 to 
turn at end of each row, ch 11. 
Row 1: Starting in second ch 
from hook, work 1 sc in each 
ch across—10 sc. Ch 1, turn. 

Row 2: Work 1 sc in each st 
across. Ch 1, turn. Row 3: Inc 1 
st in first st, sc across to last st, 
inc 1 st—12 sc. Ch 1, turn. Row 
4: Sc across—12 sc. Ch 1, turn. 
Rows 5 through 12: Repeat Rows 
3 and 4 four times—20 sc after 
Row 12 is completed. Rows 13 
through 16: Work even—20 sc 
after Row 16 is completed. Rows 
17 through 23: Work 2 sc tog, sc 
across to last 2 sts, work 2 sc tog—6 
sts remain after Row 23 is com¬ 
pleted. Ch 1, turn. Row 24: Work 
1 sc in each sc across—6 sc. Ch 1, 
turn. Row 25: Work 2 sc tog, 1 
sc in each of next 2 sc, 2 sc 
tog—4 sc. Rows 26 through 28: 
Work even in sc. Do not fasten 
off and do not ch 1 at end of 


last row. Continue to sc around 
three sides of finished piece as 
shown in fig. C, working a total 



Fig. C 
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of 68 sc evenly spaced around. 
Fasten off. 

Attach white to hook. Holding 
the original 10 ch at the top, 
with the wrong side facing you, 
start from the middle of the 10 
sts, and count to the right 19 
sts. Insert hook and set aside. 
Holding the Duckling’s body so 
the back of the head is facing 
you, find the direct center of 
the breast under the beak, and 
count to the right 19 sts. With 
the hook already through the 
bottom panel, put through the 
19th st of the body and sc to¬ 
gether. Working from the inside, 
sc the next 37 sts together leav¬ 
ing the back half of the body 
unworked. Pull up a loop, but 
do not cut. Turn right side out, 
and stuff. Push enough stuffing 
up into the front so that the 
breast pushes out. 

Place hook back in loop and 
tighten. Insert hook into first 
hdc of tail, and then into the 
next st of the bottom panel and 
sc together. Repeat 3 times con¬ 
necting the next 3 sts. Insert 
hook into the next hdc and sc 
with the next st of the bottom 
panel, hook into next hdc but 
into the same st of the bottom 
panel, so you have worked 2 
hdc to only 1 st of the bottom 
panel. Repeat 3 times. Add addi¬ 
tional stuffing as needed. Connect 
the next 3 sts one to one, double 
the next 8, connect next 3 sts one 
to one, double the next 4, connect 
the next 4 sts one to one. Fasten 
off. Pinch tail upward. 

Eye: Thread yarn needle with 


black yarn. Push needle into one 
eye, then continue through head 
to the other eye. Work back and 
forth from one eye to the other, in¬ 
denting slightly, until stitch is the 
desired size. 

Duckling Bonnet: With Lt. 
Sage, and crochet hook size D, 
ch 31. Row 1: Starting in sec¬ 
ond ch from hook, work 1 sc 
and 1 hdc in next ch, * skip 1 
ch, 1 sc and 1 hdc in next ch; 
repeat from * across—30 sts. Ch 
1, turn. Row 2: * Skip 1 st, 1 sc 
and 1 hdc in next st; repeat from 
* across. Rows 3 through 11: 
Work in pat st as established on 
30 sts. Now, working along side 
edge, work 10 sc evenly spaced, 
ch 27, starting with second ch 
from hook work 1 si st in each ch 
across—first tie formed, working 
along long edge, * working 1 st in 
each consecutive st, work 1 si st, 
1 hdc, 1 dc, 1 hdc, 1 si st; repeat 
from * across 5 more times, ch 27 
and complete second tie as for first 
tie. Fasten off. Fold piece in half 
so the right sides are facing 
each other, and sc the back 
seam together on wrong side of 
work. Fasten off. turn right side 
out. Attach yam to hook, working 
with the wrong side facing you, 
between the two ties, work 2 sc 
in each st across—40 sts. Ch 1, 
turn. Next Row: * Work 1 si st 
in next st, 1 hdc in next st, 1 dc 
in next st, 1 hdc in next st; 
repeat from * 9 times more, 1 si 
st in same st with hdc. Fasten 
off. 

BABY BONNET—SIZE: Newborn. 
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MATERIALS: Caron Gold 4-ply 
(3 oz. skeins)—1 skein White; 
small amounts Lt. Sage and Soft 
Pink for embroidery. Crochet 
hook size G, OR SIZE NEEDED 
TO OBTAIN GAUGE. Yam needle. 
GAUGE: 5 sts = 1"; 4 rows = 1". 

TOP PANEL : With White, ch 53. 
Row 1: Work 1 sc and 1 hdc in 
third ch from hook, * skip 1 ch, 

1 sc and 1 hdc in next ch; repeat 
from * across—52 sts. Ch 1, turn. 
Rows 2 through 12: * Skip 1 st, 

1 sc and 1 hdc in next st; repeat 
from * across—52 sts. Ch 1, turn. 
Do not fasten off 
and do not turn after Row 12. Ch 
38, starting in second ch from 
hook, work 1 si st in each ch 
across—first tie completed; now, 
work 11 sc along side edge of 
piece, 52 sc along long edge 
(back), and 11 sc up other side 
edge of piece, ch 38 and com¬ 
plete second tie as for first tie. 
Now, continuing, work scallop 
along front edge, work 1 si st in 
next st, * (1 hdc, 1 dc, 1 hdc) in 
next st, 1 si st in next st; repeat 
from * across end 1 si st in last 
st. Fasten off. 

BACK PANEL: With white, ch 
13. Row 1: Work 1 sc and 1 hdc 
in third ch from hook, * skip 1 
st, 1 sc and 1 hdc in next st; 
repeat from * across—12 sc. Ch 1, 
turn. Rows 2 through 8: Work 2 
sc in first st, * skip 1 st, 1 sc and 
1 hdc in next; repeat from * 
across to last st, 2 sc in last 
st—26 sts after Row 8 is com¬ 
pleted. Ch 1, turn. Rows 9 


through 15: * Skip 1 st, 1 sc and 

1 hdc in next st; repeat from * 
across working even. Row 16: 
Work 2 sts tog in sc, * skip 1 st, 1 
sc and 1 hdc in next st; repeat 
from * across to last 2 sts, work 

2 sts tog in sc—24 sts. Ch 1, turn. 
Rows 17 through 24: Work 2 sts 
tog, * skip 1 st, 1 sc and 1 hdc in 
next st; repeat from * across to 
last 2 sts, work 2 sts tog in sc—8 
sts at end of Row 24. Do not 
fasten off. Work 1 md of sc 
around outside edge of finished 
piece, ending where you 
began—68 sc around. Do not 
fasten off. 

FINISHING: Embroider flowers 
on side of bonnet as shown on 
photo, using Soft Pink for the 
flowers and Lt. Sage for the 
leaves and stems. Embroider by 
using Lazy Daisy stitches for 
flowers—1 small Lazy Daisy 
stitch surrounded by a larger 
Lazy Daisy stitch for leaves; and 
back stitches for the stems. Now, 
place the top panel in back of 
the back panel, with the right 
side facing in toward the back 
panel. Refer to Fig. D. 



Insert hook into next st of the 
back panel, and then into the 
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first st of the back of the top 
panel, and sc together. Sc the 
next 10 sts of the back panel 
together with the next 10 sts of 
the top panel one to one, con¬ 
necting the seam, now, * (insert 
hook in next st of back panel 
and draw up a loop, insert hook 
in next st on back panel and 
through next st on top panel and 
dra\v up a loop, yo and draw 
through all three loops on 
hook—2/1 joining worked, work * 


next 2 sts of back and top panel 
tog in usual manner) 3 times *, 
work a 2/1 joining, work next 10 
sts of back and top panel tog in 
usual manner, repeat from * to * 
once more, work a 2/1 joining, 
next 11 sts of back and top panel 
tog in usual manner. Fasten off.

SIZE: About 9" tall. 
MATERIALS: Coats & Clark 
Red Heart® Luster Sheen (2 oz. 
skeins)—2 skeins Main Color 
(MC) and a skein Contrast Color 
(CC). Crochet hook size C, OR 
SIZE NEEDED TO OBTAIN 
GAUGE. Yarn needle. 18" 
length of % "-wide ribbon. 
GAUGE: 5 dc = 1". 

BAG: With MC, ch 37. Row 1: 
Starting in fourth ch from hook, 
work 1 dc in each ch across—35 
dc, counting turning ch as 1 dc. 
Ch 2, turn. Row 2: Skip first dc, 
work 1 dc in each st across. Ch 
2, turn. Row 3: Ch 1, skip first 
2 dc, 1 dc in next dc, * ch 1, 
skip next dc, 1 dc in next dc; 
repeat from * across. Ch 2, 
turn. Row 4: Skip first dc, * 
work 1 dc in next ch-1 space, 1 
dc in next dc; repeat from * 
across. Ch 2, turn. Now, repeat 
Row 2 until piece measures about 


17 " from beg. Work Rows 3 and 4 
once more. End with 1 more 
repeat of Row 2. Fold the bag in 
half, last row up to first row, 
matching mesh rows (ribbon will 
be woven through mesh later). 
Sew sides of bag tog. 

FLOWERS: Make three. With 
MC, ch 8, join with si st to form 
a ring. Rnd 1: Ch 1, work 12 sc 
in ring, join with si st to first st. 
Rnd 2: Ch 1, work 2 sc in each 
sc around—24 sc. Fasten off. 

Rnd 3: Join CC in any sc, 1 sc 
in same sc, ch 4, skip 3 sc, * 1 
sc in next sc, ch 4, skip 3 sc; 
repeat from * around—6 ch-4 
loops, join with si st to first sc. 
Rnd 4: Work (1 sc, 1 hdc, 1 dc, 

1 hdc, 1 sc) in each ch-4 loop 
around, join with 1 si st to first 
sc—6 petals formed. Rnd 5: Ch 
5, working behind petals, skip 
first sc of Rnd 3, work 1 si st 
around post of next sc on Rnd 
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3, * ch 5, 1 si st around post of 
next sc on Rnd 3; repeat from * 
around—6 ch-5 loops. Rnd 6: 
Work (1 sc, 1 hdc, 3 dc, 1 hdc, 1 
sc) in each ch-5 loop around, join 
with si st to first sc. Fasten off. 

FINISHING—Top Edging: With 
MC, work 1 row sc around top 
edge of bag, followed by 1 row 


sc in CC, 1 row sc in MC, and 1 
row sc in CC. Last Row: With 
CC, * work 3 dc in next st, skip 
1 st, 1 si st in next st, skip 1 st; 
repeat from * around, join with 
si st to first st. Sew flowers in 
place on bag as shown in photo. 
Weave ribbon through mesh and 
tie in bow as shown.

J. & P. Coats 
Baby Rick Rack (4 yd. pack¬ 
age)—! package color No. 1 
White. J. & P. Coats Dual Duty 
Plus All Purpose Thread, 1 
spool White. Six buttons. 

Thread elastic. 

GAUGE: 5 sc = 1". 

FRONT TOP: Beg at waist 
edge, ch 51(54-57). Row 1: Work 
1 sc in second ch from hook 
and in each ch across—50(53-56) 
sc. Ch 1, turn. Row 2: Sc in 
each sc across. Ch 1, turn. Row 
3: Draw up a loop in each of 
first 2 sc, yo and through 3 
loops on hook—1 sc dec, sc in 
each sc to last 2 sc, dec 1 sc— 
48(51-54) sc. Ch 1, turn. Row 4: 
Dec 2 sc, sc to last 4 sts, dec 2 


sc—44(47-50) sc. Ch 1, turn. 
Rows 5 and 6: Repeat Rows 3 
and 4-38(41-44) sc. Rows 7 
and 8: Repeat Row 3-34(37-40) 
sc. Row 9: Sc in each sc across. 
Ch 1, turn. Repeat Row 9 until 
3%(4V4-5)" from beg. Next Row: 
Inc 1 sc each edge, work in sc 
across—36(39-42) sc. 

Shape Neck: Sc in 12(13-13) sc; 
leave remainder of row unworked. 
Ch 1, turn. Next Row: Sc in 
each sc across. Ch 1, turn. Repeat 
last row until 5%(6-6%)" from 
beg, end at neck edge. 

Shape Shoulders: Sc in 6(7-7) 
sc, si st in 2 sc. Fasten off. Return 
to last long row worked, skip 
12(13-16) sc at center for front 
neck, join yarn in next st and 
complete remaining side to cor¬ 
respond, reversing shaping. 

BACK, RIGHT TOP: Beg at 

waist edge, ch 26(28-29). Row 
1: Sc in second ch from hook 
and in each ch across—25(27-28) 
sc. Ch 1, turn. Row 2: Sc in 
each sc across. Ch 1, turn. Row 










3: Dec 1 sc, sc across—24(26-27) 
sc. Ch 1, turn. Row 4: Sc to last 
4 sc, dec 2 sc—22(24-25) sc. Ch 
1, tum. Rows 5 and 6: Repeat 
Rows 3 and 4-19(21-22) sc. 

Rows 7 and 8: Work in sc, dec 
1 sc at arm edge—17(19-20) sc. 
Ch 1, turn. Row 9: Sc in each 
sc across. Ch 1, tum. Repeat v 
Row 9 until 3%(4 1 /4-5)" from 
beg. Next Row: Inc 1 sc at arm 
edge, work remainder of row in 
sc—18(20-21) sc. Ch 1, turn. 

Work even in sc until VA " less 
than back, end at arm edge. 
Shape Neck: Sc in 12(13-13) sc. 
Ch 1, turn. Next Row: Sc in 
each sc across. Ch 1, turn. Work 
until same length as back to shoul¬ 
der shaping, end at neck edge. 
Shape Shoulders: Sc in 6(7-7) sc, 
si st in 2 sc. Fasten off. 

BACK, LEFT TOP: Work same 
as Back, Right Ibp, reversing 
shaping. 

SLEEVES: Beg at bottom edge, 
ch 61(66-71). Row 1: Sc in se¬ 
cond ch from hook and in each 
ch across—60(65-70) sc. Ch 1, 
turn. Row 2: Sc in each sc across. 
Ch 1, turn. Rows 3 through 10 
(12-14): Repeat Row 2. At end 
of last row, do not ch 1. Turn. 
Next Row: SI st over 4 sc, ch 1, 
sc to last 4 sc—52(57-62) sc. Ch 
1, tum. Repeat last row until 16 
sc remain. Fasten off. 

SKIRT FRONT: Beg at waist 
edge, ch 68(76-84). 

Row 1: Sc in second ch from 
hook and in each of next 2 ch, 


* (skip 1 ch, 3 sc in next ch) 2 
times, skip 1 ch, sc in each of 
next 3 ch; repeat from * across— 
16(18-20) 3-sc groups. Ch 1, 
turn. Row 2: Sc in 3 sc, * (3 sc 
in center sc of next 3-sc group) 

2 times; repeat from * across, 
end sc in 3 sc. Ch 1, turn. Rows 

3 and 4: Repeat Row 2. Row 5 
(Inc Row): Work 2 sc in first sc, 
work across in pattern as 
established, 2 sc in last sc. 

(Note: Keep all incs in sc and do 
not work these sts into 3-sc pat¬ 
tern groups; keep remaining sts 
in pattern as established.) Ch 1, 
tum. Rows 6 and 7: Repeat 
Row 2 . Rows 8 and 16: Repeat 
Rows 5 through 7. Work even in 
pattern as established until 10(11- 
12)" from beg, or desired length. 
Fasten off. 

SKIRT, RIGHT BACK: Beg at 
waist edge, ch 36(44-52).Row 1: 
Work in pattern same as front— 
8(10-12) 3-sc groups. Continue in 
pattern same as skirt front, work 
incs at side edge only and keep 
center back a straight edge. Work 
until same length as skirt front. 
Fasten off. 

SKIRT, LEFT BACK: Make same 
as Skirt, Right Back, reversing 
shaping. 

FINISHING; Sew shoulder 
seams. Sew sleeves in place, 
gathering to fit across top of 
cap. Gathering to fit, sew skirt 
front to front of dress; sew skirt 
back pieces to appropriate sides 
of top. Sew underarm and side 





seams. Sleeve Ribbing: Ch 
5(6-7). Row 1: Sc in second ch 
from hook and in each ch across 
—4(5-6) sc. Ch 1, turn. Row 2: 
Working in back loops only, sc 
in each sc across. Ch 1, turn. 
Repeat Row 2 until 7V2(8-8V2)" 
from beg. Fasten off. Gather 
bottom edge of sleeve, sew ribb¬ 
ing in place. Using a double 
strand thread elastic, weave 
elastic through sleeve ribbing. Ad¬ 
just to fit, then secure elastic. 
Back and Neck Border—Row 
1: Right side facing, join yarn at 
bottom center back, sc evenly 
up back, work 3 sc at top cor¬ 
ner, sc evenly around neck edge 
taking care to keep work flat, 
work 3 sc at top back corner, sc 
evenly down remaining back 
edge. Ch 1, turn. Row 2: Mark 
left back for 6 button loops, the 
first 1 " from bottom edge, the 
fourth at the waist, then 2 more 
buttons evenly spaced between 
those two; mark for another 


button at top of neck, one more 
evenly spaced between neck and 
waist—6 button loop markers 
placed. Work across in sc, work 3 
sc at each outside corner to keep 
work flat, at each button marker, 
ch 3, skip 2 sc for button loop. At 
end of row, fasten off. 

Rick Rack Trim: Cut 16 6" 
lengths rick rack and tie each 
into a small bow. Cut a length 
of rick rack 3 " longer than 
waist of dress. Using White sew¬ 
ing thread, sew this piece 
around waist; tuck excess to the 
wrong side at back opening. 

Sew 3 rick rack bows scattered 
across each sleeve; sew 5 scat-. 
tered across front top of dress; 
sew another 2 bows each to 
center front and back of rick 
rack waist. Fold remainder of 
rick rack in half and sew fold 
next to waist button loop at 
center back; sew last bow at 
top of fold. Sew buttons op¬ 
posite button loops.

HOW TO CROCHET 


Decreasing (continued): 


Very often the process of working 2 or 3 
sts tog will be called a cluster and is 
used as a decorative element in a pat¬ 
tern st. To keep the work straight in this 
type of pattern st, ch sts will replace the 
decreased sts between clusters. So, you 
will have row of clusters with possibly 
two chain in between, creating an open¬ 
work type of pattern. In order not to 
repeat the instruction “work 3 dc tog” 
over and over again, the directions will 
state, “work 3 dc tog—cluster made”. 
Thereafter, the ”3 dc tog” will be referred 
to as “cluster” in the remainder of the 
instructions and you will know what you 
need to do. 

Binding Off: 


Binding off at the beginning of a row is 
done by working a si st across the 
number of sts to be bound off. The si st 
adds no height to your work and gives a 
firm finish to your bound-off edge. Bind¬ 
ing off is done mainly at the beginning 
of a row. Where it is important to have a 
certain number of sts bound off at the 
beg and end of a row, such as for the 
start of the shaping of armholes on a 
sweater, you would si st across the 
necessary number of sts at the beg of 
the row, work to within the same number 
of sts at the end of the row. Now, leave 
those sts unworked, ch the number of 
sts required for your turning ch and work 
back across the remaining sts, eliminat¬ 
ing those which had been si stitched across 
on the previous row. 

“Mystery” Phrases 


I like to call these “mystery” phrases be¬ 
cause the first time you come across them, 
they will definitely be a mystery to you. 


Working Through the Back Loops Only: 

When you look at the very top portion of 
any crochet stitch, you will see that 
there are two horizontal threads or 
loops. Normally, unless the instructions 
tell you otherwise, you will work your 
stitch by inserting the hook under both 
loops. When you are asked to work 
“through the back loops only”, it means 
to work the stitch, or stitches, by skip¬ 
ping the horizontal thread closest to you 
and working into the horizontal thread 
farthest from you. By doing this, the 
front thread creates a ridge, which, if 
continued, shows up as a ridge across 
the entire row. 

Work Around the Post of the Stitch Below: 

The “post” of a stitch is the vertical por¬ 
tion extending from the base of the 
stitch to the two top loops of the stitch. 
Normally, when working any stitch we in¬ 
sert the hook under both top loops of 
the stitch. However, when working 
around the “post” of a stitch, we insert 
the hook from the front of the work at 
the right side of the post through to the 
back of the work; then, insert the hook 
from the back of the work at the left side 
of the post through to the front of the 
work. We then complete whatever stitch 
we are working, whether it is sc, dc or tr. 
The yo of the stitch is worked before the 
hook is inserted around the post. The 
stitch is often called a front post sc or 
dc. The instructions for a front post dc, 
for example, will read, “yo, insert the 
hook from front to back to front around 
the post of the next st on the row below, 
complete as for regular dc—front post 
dc made.”
